The tem perature reached 97 both 
those days.

Dinger In Duration 
The outstanding feature of the 
summer's heat has been the fact 
th a t the heat waves have been long­ 
er in duration this year than in any 
year in recent memory or record. 
Each m onth of the summer has 
shown an excess tem perature above 
the average for that month rang­ 
ing from 12.2 degrees in June to 
161 degrees in the first 22 days of 
September. Tile excess tem perature 
in July was 102 degrees and that for 
August 47 degrees. 
Doctor 
Stewart 
explained 
the 
meaning of excess tem perature by 
declaring that an average has been 
established 
by 
the 
tem peratures 
reached in past years for day of the 
year. 
The daily excess over those 
averages, he pointed out, produces 
the excess for the month. 
September Hot 
While so far this year, September 
does not have as large an excess as 
September in 1930 when the total 
was 170 degrees, a quarter of the 
m onth still remains.

weather forecasters seeing no im ­ 
m ediate relief in sight. 
The present hot weather has been 
blamed by experts on the “Ber­ 
m uda onion”, the term being used 
to describe the peculiar shape of the 
zone in which the not weather is 
centered. The high pressure area is 
centered over the Carolinas and the 
Atlantic ocean.

The war de­ 
partm ent here said it was without 
information regarding the report, 
which was th at the military authori­ 
ties at Changchun had sent troops 
to 
Harbin, 
inland 
metropolis of 
Manchuria, on urgent request of 
Japanese residents there. With of­ 
ficial news lacking, Rengo conclud­ 
ed the Changchun authorities had 
acted on their own initiative. 
A strong force of Chinese troops 
made a counter-attack Tuesday at 
Kungchtiling, south of Changshun 
and about half way between Muk­ 
den and Harbin.

Expressed in its simplest terms, 
dementia praecox results from the 
failure of the individual to adapt 
himself to the intellectual and emo­ 
tional requirements of the world. 
Unable 
to 
achieve 
a 
working 
compromise 
between 
the 
driving 
force within him and the restrain­ 
ing circumstances about him, the 
dementia praecox patient begins by 
a variety of exalted flights from the 
the reality and ends by a withdrawal 
from the world about him, to the 
point where he is nothing more than 
a vegetative mass. 
He retraces, in a sense, the path 
of his development and returns to 
an existence as simple as that of 
the unborn child. 
The failure of adaptation in the 
individual may arise out of an in­ 
herent constitutional weakness, a 
lack of vitality, or, again, the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding him may 
prove too exacting. 
Of course, aa is probably the case 
in a large number of dementia 
praecox patients, several of these 
factors may operate together. 
There is serious doubt whether 
any frankly developed case of de 
mentia praecox can be cured. 
On the other hand, it is the deep 
conviction 
of 
modern 
psychiatry 
that the potential dementia praecox 
case can be "spotted" and IU devel­ 
opment arrested 
To this end all those who come 
in contact with the young might 
well dedicate some of their interest 
and efforts. 
For dementia praecox 
is indeed a tragic condition.

China Appeals To 
League For Rights 


Geneva, 
Sept. 
23 
(AP).—China 
formally 
appealed 
Monday 
for 
League of Nations intervention in 
the 
Manchurian 
situation 
under 
article XI of the league’s covenant. 
The league’s council Immediately 
called a special session for Tuesday 
morning to consider the Chinese 
plea, which arose from Japanese 
military activity In Manchuria dur­ 
ing the last few days. 
The note of the Nanking govern­ 
ment, delivered by Alfred Sze, Chi­ 
nese 
minister 
to 
London, 
cited 
article XI as a whole as the basis 
for league intervention. 
This left 
the council with broad limits within 
which to act. 
International 
observers 
pointed 
out that the probable action of the 
council would be to invite the Jap­ 
anese and Chinese to submit a full 
report of their respective positions 
upon incidents in Manchuria. Then 
the council would appoint a mili­ 
tary commission of representatives 
of disinterested states to examine 
the situation in Manchuria and re­ 
port their findings to the council.
